There is very little that L can point to by way of work on recombination
in bacteria other than E, ooli K-12, .

For othar atrains ot E. ooli, there is Cavalli & Heslot, KNature, Dec. 17, 1949;
and my note in the last M3B (the substance of which 1s also in press in a bona
fids publication). Also in NGB, p. 11, April 1950, Morliroy has some rather cryp-
tic remarks on luminous bacteria.

Mr, Zindsr here has some quite good evidsnce for recombination in 3almonella
typhi-mriun, which 1s no% quite ready to be published.

This is about all, but it should he emphasized that no other bacteria
have so far been scrutinized for recombination in uny systematic way.

I hope that 1 correc tly internrstad xour laetter, and that you wers
not collncting rafsrences on crossing analysis in K-12,
